Whereas the applicants abovenamed have filed an appli- 
cation under Section 41 A of the Railways Act, 1890 stat- 
ing that the circumstances which weighed with th e Tri- 
bunal in making their order dated 10-9-1954 in Com- 
plaint No. 1 of 1953 that “for the carriage of raw jute, 
machine pressed, hand or power, as well as of Jute, un- 
pressed, ’from Shalimar, Jajpur Road, Byree, Cuttack, 
Khurda Road, Dhanmandal, Bhadrak and Sambalpur, to 
Guntur, special station-to-station rates shall be quoted 
which will be 12± per cent less than the then current 
rates of classes 7 and 8 respectively plus the terminal, 
transhipment and other charges, if any, . that there has 
been no traffic at all in jute pressed from Khurda Road 
and Sambalpur to Guntur ever since the introduction of 
special rates; that there has been no traffic in jute un- 
pressed also from Shalimar, Jajpur-Keonjhar Road, Dhan- 
mandal, Byree, Cuttack, Khurda Road, and Sambalpur 
to Guntur ever since the introduction of special rates 
though some quantity was booked from Bhadrak; that 
the revised freight structure introduced from 1-104958 
has been designed to give greater relief to long lead 
traffic; that the respondent Mills are getting bulk of the 
raw material jute from nearer sources at ordinary tariff 
rates thereby rendering the special rates given to them 
more or less obsolete; that the production of raw jute in 
the Districts of Srikakulam and Vishakapatnam is suffi- 
ciently high to meet the demand of the respondent mills 
so that there are no prospects of the traffic moving in 
appreciable quantity from the farther stations; that the 
railways 1 working expenses have enormously increased in 
recent years; that there is no economic justification to 
continue the special rates since the respondent Mills are 
now a well-established concern making profits and de- 
claring dividends; that owing to the opening of 
Sambalpur -Titilagarh link with effect from 15-4-1963 the 
distance from Sambalpur to Guntur has become shorter 
than that in 1954, as a result of which special rate from 
Sambalpur to Guntur for Jute full-pressed is higher than 
the ordinary tariff rate; that with the upward revision of 
freight rates from time to time the extent of reduction of 
special rate to the tariff rates now in force is much 
greater than 121% originally contemplated by the Tri- 
bunal; that three separate heads of classification for Jute 
have been provided from 140 4958 as against only 2 
heads in 1954 and that lower scales of rates have been 
provided for jute in wagon-loads; that there has been a 
passage of nearly 14 years since the introduction of spe- 
cial rates by the Tribunal; that since the special rate was 
fixed by the Tribunal the applicants are unable to levy 
supplementary charge; 

AND WHEREAS the applicants have prayed (i) for 
the revocation of the earlier order dated 10-94954 in 
Complaint No. 1 of 1953 passed by the Tribunal, on 
account of the material change in the circumstances men- 
tioned above; (ii) for permission to levy the supplemen- 
tary charges in force from time to time; and (iii) for 
the respondent to pay the costs to the applicants;
